It is the custom for a new ship 
to make what is called a “shake 
down” cruise before joining the 
fleet officially, On the seventeenth 
day of October, 1938, we left Nor- 
folk, Virginia, for Africa; our first 
port of call was Monrovia, Liberia, 
There we visited several interest- 
ing points, including the Firestone 
Rubber Plantation, where the rub- 
ber is grown and partially refined 
before it is shipped to the manu- 
facturing plants in the ‘States’. 
Monrovia was most interesting to 
me for it was my first time to 
see real savage people in their na- 
tive surroundings, 

We left Monrovia after a five- 
day stay and steamed south on a 
course for Cape Town, South Af- 
rica; crossing the Equator at Lati- 
tude 0000 and Longitude 0000, the 
U.S.S. Boise being the first man- 
of-war ever to cross the Line at 
that point. It is the custom, a 
custom as old as the Navy in fact, 
to hold an initiation for oll land 
lubbers, or “Pollywogs” as they 
are called, who have not crossed 
the Line., Two days before we 
were due to cross, the ‘Shell- 
backs,” old salts, were busy mak- 
ing all the preparations to enter 
the Domain of the Raping Main, 
under the jurisdiction of His Maj- 
esty, Neptunus Rex. The day came 
and His Majesty and his Royal 
Court appeared and formally ini- 
tiated the “pollywogs” into the 
mysteries of the deep. After all 
the “pollywogs” had been sentenc- 
ed and punished they were held 
to be members of the Ancient Or- 
der of Trusty Shellbacks, and we 
resumed our course for the Cape 
of Good Hope. 

Since that time I have peen 
hoping that we would again cross 
the Line in order that I might 
revenge myself upon some other 
“pollywog” and on the twenty- 
fourth day of July, 1940, we again 
crossed the Line at Latitude 0000 
ond Longitude 159 46’, almost half 
the world away from the point of 
cur first crossing. 

We were treated wonderfully 
well in the city of Cape Town, 
for we were the first American 
man-of-war to make that port for 
fifteen years, The people of Cape 
Town were very kind. Many of 
them drove down to the pier where

AUTO WRECK FATAL FOR 
J. K. BERRY OF ENTERPRISE 


TROY, Ala., Sept. 9.—One young 
man, J. K, Berry, of Enterprise, 
was killed instantly and five other 
persons were injured—two belieyv- 
ed seriously—in a three-way colli- 
sion on Pea River Bridge in Dale 
County late Sunday afternoon, ac- 
cording to Patrolman Clyde C. 
Sellers of Troy, who investigated 
the wreck, 

The injured, all brought to a lo- 
cal hospital, were identified by Pa- 
trolman Sellers as: 

Tom Crumpler, driver of the car 
in which Berry was a passenger, 
condition critical; Misses Cather- 
ine Hines and Elizabeth Williams, 
cuts and bruises and possible in- 
ternal injuries, all of Enterprise; 
C. D. Shultz, Inverness, Fla., pos- 
sible internal injuries; Mrs, Shultz, 
severe abrasions. : 

Patrolman Sellers said that 
Crumpler's car, apparently travel- 
ing at high speed, struck the rear 
of another machine, careened and 
plunged head-on into that driven 
by Shultz. Catapulting over the 
Florida car, the other landed on 
the bridge railing, one fender being 
torn off and hurled into the river. 
Berry evidently was killed instant- 
ly. 

The injured were rushed to a 
local hospital and attaches said 
today that Tom Crumpler had re- 
gained consciousness, but his con- 
dition is still undetermined, but 
believed to be serious Mr, Shultz 
was reported. as still being uncon- 
scious and is believed to be serious- 
iy injured, All of the women are 
reported as resting fairly well.

RODENTS AND WEEVILS 
AUBURN, Ala, Now is the 
lime for farmers to guard against 


‘rat and weevil infestation in their 


cribs, advises W. A, Ruffin, ex- 
tension entomologist. 

Before farmers put new corn in 
their cribs, they should take spe- 
cial precautions against the 20 
per cent loss in stored grain an- 
nually by insects and animals, 

First, in both weevil and rat 
treatment, the crib should be 
thoroughly cleaned before the new 
corn is stored, 

Best control of the rat is pre- 
vention making the crib rat- 
proof, If rats cannot enter the 
crib through holes, they cannot 
harm the grain. The second best 
remedy, and that which is recom- 
mended for cribs which cannot be
